States have been unable to secure fair returns upon their invest­ 
ments, with the result that other enterprises that draw their sup­ 
port from the agriculturalists of the nation have been deprived of 
the business that would have been theirs if the farm ers had been 
pi osperous. 
It is therefore to oc ex pected that all those whose incomes 
have been reduced, because of the limitation of the demand for 
American farm products, will demand that the » rest thought of tire 
government 
Ik* directed to removing the causes that have pro­ 
duced this effect. 
But when attem pts are made to find a way of 
doing what is demanded, many voices are raised, even by those 
who would reap benefits, against the proposals which have as their 
purpose the removal of the causes of present depression. 
Probably there are but two methods of stabilizing conditions 
in Europe. One of these calls upon the government of the United 
States to advance vast sums of money to Europe which would 
clearly result, in the government assuming certain very definite 
obligations at the other side of the Atlantic. 
Very many , even of 
those who would be helped by improvement of European markets, 
are bitterly opposed to such an involvement of tin* government of 
the United States in European affairs. 
The second way out of the difficulty would call for the govern­ 
ment of the United States entering into some agreem ents with 
Europe relative to reparations and debts, while the m atter of 
financing the nations of Europe that are in need of financial help 
would be left in the hands of American Bankers. 
Such a sugges­ 
tion at once calls forth ex pressions of disapproval from those who 
are suspicious of the dealings of those whom they have been led 
to call “ international bank ers.” 
Accordingly there is not much hope for the re-creation of 
strong mark ets in Europe, which would carry oir our over-produc­ 
tion and lift the standard of prices of farm produce. 
Until the people get back to a place where a new confidence

But we are inclined to think that those who are 
against Butters appointment, wish to have a justice appointed 
whose bias would toe on the other side and against tin* railroads. 
When the public places more confidence in a public servant’s hon­ 
er, and is less suspicious and distrustful, then* w ill be an increase 
in the integrity of public servants and less betrayal of the public’s 
interests by whose who represent the people.

confidence and a man often acts as he is expected to act.
